1 . ON AUGUST 15 CHRIS HERZIG OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
ENERGY CONTINUED TO BE QUESTIONED IN THE WINDSCALE IN 
QUIRY. HERZIG MADE IT CLEAR THAT NUCLEAR REPROCESSING 
WILL GO AHEAD WHATEVER THE OUTCOME OF THE INQUIRY: "IT 
IS OUR POLICY, AND HAS ALWAYS BEEN OUR STRATEGY, THAT IT 
SHOULD TAKE PLACE BOTH FOR OUR MILITARY PROGRAMME AND 
FOR OUR FAST REACTOR". BUT, HE SAID, THE EXPANSION OF 
OXIDE REPROCESSING DEPENDED ON THE INQUIRY. "THIS 
COUNTRY WILL HAVE TO TAKE THE DECISION IN ITS OWN RIGHT 
AFTER CONSULTING OTHER COUNTRIES AND WILL HAVE TO TAKE 
A DECISION TO GO AHEAD AND REPROCESS OR NOT GO AHEAD.

UTILITIES ARE STILL UNDER THE IMPRESSION THAT THEY WILL 
BE ABLE TO SIGN A CONTRACT WITH THE BRITISH FOR RE-

SOURCES IN THE BRITISH NUCLEAR INDUSTRY SAY THAT THE 
JAPANESE ARE OPERATING ON ADVICE FROM THE DEPARTMENT
